My dear Mr. Sporleder: 
At per our reeeut conversation at 
my office about the L^islature taking 
some action looking towards a solution 
of the Milk proposition, permit me to 
state that I have Ulkcd to Hon. Ed­ 
ward D. SbartlefiT, of McHenry Countv, 
and Hon. Frank Sheppard, of Kane 
County, (who was Chsirman of the 
Con*mittee on Live »Jtock (md Dairying 
last session) relative to the proposition, 
of having a Committee or Commission of 
the General Assembly look into the Milk 
question, make a study of cost of pro­ 
duction, control of prices, etc: 
Both of these gentlemen are recognized 
as representatives of the large Dairy dis­ 
tricts of this State and would undoubted­ 
ly be interested in the proposition. 
They both suted that there undoubted­ 
ly was cause for an investigation, and 
that the farmers, and milk producers 
were entitled to proper relief, but they 
both agreed that the question was of so 
great importance that they themselves 
did not care to take the initiative and 
shoulder the responsibility, but agreed 
with me that the farmers themselves 
should unile and petition the legislature 
to take some ac^ou. 
I would therefore suggest that you 
take up the matter at the next meeting 
of your Association, and begin a Cam­ 
paign of publicity among the entire 
membership, also ‘among the members 
of the Northern Milk Producers Assn., 
and I feel confident that if it appears to 
be the universal demand of the Milk 
Producers of the so-called ..“ Dairy Dis­ 
trict” that a Committee of the legisla­ 
ture will be appointed with power and 
authority to go into the entire question, 
with the end in view of recommending 
some legislation to the next Session of 
the General Assembly, which will guar­ 
antee the farmer or milk producer a 
square deal. 
Of course, it is unnecessary for me to 
say that I am entirely at yonr service, 
and that I am willing to do my utmost 
to bring about some relief, and if at any 
time I can be of service in the matter, 
please command me.

The Bowman company was the first 
to break away from the Borden schedule. 
This concern operates

The Bowman company has made 
its bid for milk so different fiom that of 
the Bcvdens that farmen are inclined to 
believe a break has oxne in the so-caOed 
trust 
Borden's 
company offers an 
average of $1.34 a hundred for six 
months, with a premium of 10 cents a 
hundred 
milk which tests 3.8 in but­ 
ter fat 
Not more than 50 per cent of 
die common fami dairies could earn this 
premium. The Bowman company offers 
a scale averaging $1.38 a hundred for 
milk, with a bonus of 10 cents a hun­ 
dred to every farmer whose dairy scores 
65 on sanitary condition, and an addi­ 
tional premium on milk which shows 
butter fat of 3.7 or more. 
For every 
point over 3.7,2 cents a hunted is ad­ 
ded to the price. 


AD of the Schaumburg farmers have 
signed up with C. H. Patten, who pays 
die minimum price kn cartage.

sired that the go o d will o f the United 
States to wards China wo uld be exhib­ 
ited in this practical way, that Ameii- 
Ican capital sho u ld have access 
to 
that great co uAa-y and that the Uni­ 
ted States sho u ld be In a po sitio n to 
share with the o ther po wers any po ­ 
litical respo nsibilities that might be 
asso ciated with the develo pment o f 
the fo reign relatio ns o f China in co n­ 
nectio n with hervlndu Btrial and co m­ 
mercial enterprises. 
The present ad­ 
ministratio n has been asked by this 
gro u p o f bankers whether it wo uld 
also requ est them to participate In 
the lo an.

alleged

The recent co mpro mise agreed to 
by Franklin MacVeagh, at that time 
secretary o f the treasu ry, thro u gh 
which the o leo manu factu rers escaped 
apparently penalties o f mo re than $1,- 
000,000 by the payment o f fines o f 
$101,000 did no t dkter the co u rt fro m 
u rging a vigo ro u s Inquiry. 
In a carefu lly prepared charge, o ver 
which it is kno wn Ju dge Landis had 
been wo rking fo r two weeks, he po int­ 
ed o u t that apparently a co nspiracy 
had existed, and directed that the 
ju ro rs examine into the metho ds o f the 
manu factu rers o f o leo margarine, the 
manu factu rers o f a so -called co tto n 
seed o il and their bu siness relatio ns. 
Whether Mr. MacVeagh is to be su b­ 
po enaed, Assistant Atto rney General 
James H. Wllkerso n wo uld no t say. 


Salo nika, March 19.—His majesty.

Schinas was seized immediately and 
o verpo wered. 
The w’o u nded king was lifted into a 
carriage and taken te the Pa-pafio n 
ho spital. Arriving first. Prince Nicho ­ 
las su mmo ned the o fficers, and speak­ 
ing in a vo ice cho ked with so bs, said: 
“It is my deep grief to have to an­ 
no u nce to yo u the death o f o u r belo ved 
king and invit» yo u to swear fidelity 
to yo u r new so vereign. King Co nstan­ 
tine.” 
Cro wn Prince In Janina. 
Cro wn Prince (Co nstantine, who su c­ 
ceeds King Geo rge, is at present at 
Janina. 
He is expected to co me here 
with all po ssible speed. A dispatch 
fro m Athens anno u nced that Queen 
Olga had 
embarked 
o n a 
Ru ssian 
cru iser fo r Salenika. 
'The assassin o f the king is an evil- 
lo o king fello w, abo u t fo rty 
Yeatw o f 
age. On being arrested he refu sed to 
explain his mo tive fo r the crime. He 
declared that his name was Aleko 
Schinas, and. In reply to an o fficer, 
who asked him whether he hKd no pity 
fo r his co u ntry, anno u nced that he 
was against go vernments.

by

Greeks after a sho rt siege. 
The qu een o f Greece also has been 
here and has paid great attentio n to 
the care o f the sick and wo unded. 
King Geo rge in December had a 
meeting here with King Ferdinand o f 
Bu lgaria to discu ss the fate o f the cap­ 
tu red 'Tu rkish territo ry after the war. 
When King Geo rge arrived in Sa­ 
lo nika o n No vember 12 with PHnce 
Co nstantine and Prince 
Geo rge 
he 
was warmly greeted by 
the 
Greek 
Metro po litan and the senio r o fficers o f 
his army. All the ho u ses were deco ­ 
rated with the Greek flag and tho u ­ 
sands o f peo ple assembled to cheer 
him. 
He later to o k part in a service 
o f Thanksgiving in the Archepisco pal 
chu rch. 
Cro wn Prince a Fighter. 
The Cro wn Prince Co nstantine, who 
will su cceed King Geo rge, is the gen­ 
eralissimo o f the Greek army in the 
field in the Balkan war. He has dis­ 
tingu ished himself in fierce 
fighting 
and o nly abo u t ten days 
ago

came that, at the head o f a big fo rce, 
he had fo rced the su rrender o f the im­ 
po rtant Tu rkish fo rtress o f Janina, the 
key to the pro vince o f Epiru s.

The wo rk o f the 
yo ung prince, after he attained his ma­ 
jo rity, was largely devo ted to re-estab­ 
lishing Gie Greek army u po n a firm 
fo o ting. 
His early life was spent at Athens, 
where part o f his edu catio n was u nder 
the directio n o f a no ted German tu to r.

prim rose has linked with its his­ 
tory a tale of political honors. 
It is 
an heraldic flower g iving name to a 
noble Scottish house on whose shield 
St is g raven with a motto that, trans­ 
lated, reads; “Early y outh is charm­ 
ing .” 
Besides this, it was taken as 
the sy mbol of a political career more 
bold, brilliant and strang e than any 
other of Its time. The statesm an was 
Lord Beaconefleld, and in connection 
w ith him there was established in 
Eng land a new festival called Prim rose Day . 
My tholog y as well as history claims the hum­ 
ble little flower, and tells a tale of its orig in. The 
•tory is that a beautiful y outh nam er Parallsos 
died of g rief over the loss of his love, and was 
metamorphosed into the primrose, which in its 
early day s bore his name. 
The fair spring blossoms which Mother Earth 
sent forth to herald the coming of E aster have 
been g ossiping about each other. The tales they 
tell about the tulip, that brig ht favorite of Orien­ 
tal lands, besides being hig hly romantic, verg e 
on the sensational. Its notorious career has been 
frsely discussed among the less brilliant flowers, 
fiome of wffiich, in spite of their sweet, g entle 
dispositions, resent the tulip’s reg al bearing and 
-courtly airs. 
Pew people have ever heard the 
utorles they tell. 
In this busy , hustling ag e only 
poets and occasionally other unpractical folk find 
tim e to “trace the family trees” and historj' of 
flowers. 
But the tulip, as well as the other blossoms 
th a t are talked about, will probably be welcomed 
even more cordially than of old into the churches 
and the homes of the best families after its 
strang e and wonderful past becomes known. 
The 
g ay -petaled blossom g ets Its name from a simi­ 
larity to the Turkish headdress, and one of the 
chief national festivals in the Sultan's land is 
known as the feast of tulips. But the proud flow'- 
er has done something more than please the 
T urks with its beauty . 
Once upon a tim e it held just as g reat an In­ 
fluence over the financial affairs of some families 
as Wall street has had over those of others. This 
all happened something over .300 y ears ag o, when 
the tulip was first taken to western Europe. 
It was immediately enthroned as czar in the 
floral king dom, end so g reat was the rag e for it 
In Holland and France that many families famed 
for wealth were bankrupted by it. 
The new­ 
com er's beauty made even the wise, staid Dutch 
florists mad. and speculation in costly bulbs be­ 
came a terrible g ambling mania among them. 
A 
rare specimen often won a prize as hig h as that 
paid for a hig h-stepping race horse or a fine 
diamond. 
Fortunes chang ed hands daily in bets 
over the final outcome of almost .priceless seed­ 
ling bulbs. 
The g ambling reached suc;^ a heig ht 
that the g overnment finally had to Issue a proc­ 
lamation 
to suppress it. 
During three y ears 
tulips y ielded to th e,city of Haarlem the snug 
little sum of $50,000,000. 
The finest bulbs are 
•till broug ht from that Holland town, and are 
descendants of those famous tulips. 
While this financial career of the tulip Is most 
Interesting in speculating circles, the poets love 
best the tale that tells how the y oung Persan 
alway s makes it the emblem of his declaration of 
love. 
The turbaned swain sends to the lady of 
bis dream s the most brilliant tulip he can find. 
The messag e It bears Is that like the flower his 
countenance is all on fire and his heart has been 
reduced to a coal by the intense warmth of his 
love. 
The w’ell beloved violet is another g entle little 
flower that has been a prominent fig ure in his­ 
tory . 
When the first Napoleon was in exile it 
'Was adopted as his emblem by his followers. 
A 


bunch of violets worn by a Frenchman, or seen 
in his home, was a secret messag e that he was 
loy al to the exiled chieftain’s cause. 
Ion was the name bestow’ed upon the violet by 
the imag inative Greek who loved to people the 
petals of every blossom and the ripples of every 
rill with fair creations of their fancy . According 
to my tholog y the name was derived from la, the 
daug hter of Midas and the betrothed of Aty s. The 
story runs that Diana, desiring to conceal the 
maid from Apollo, transformed her Into a violet. 
Another my th about the birth of the flower say s 
that Jupiter caused the first violets to spring 
from^ the earth as food for the persecuted la 
while she was hiding in the form of a white 
heifer from the fury of Juno. 
The verse makers have a special fondness for 
the tiny flower, and love to translate the messag e 
it Is try ing to tell to the rest of creation. 
It is a sing ular fact that some flowers sug g est 
pensiveness and even melancholy , while in form, 
color and bearing others speak only of g ladness. 
While the personality of the fiow'er may be some­ 
what responsible for Its effect on the human 
moods, more, perhaps, is due to the strain of 
^ e t s ’ moods. 
Most of the E aster flow’ers seem 
to be messag e bearers of joy and hope, lifting 
their faces to the blue skies in happy w’orship 
rather than in sadness. 
It seems to be natural 
for poets to g ive names and human attributes 
to plants, but the beauty loving Greeks went 
farther along the path of fancy . 
They Invented 
human orig inals for their favorite flowers, and 
made beautiful leg ends to account for the trans­ 
formation. 
The lovely narcissus, according to 
their lore, was once a handsome y oung g od who 
became so lost In admiration of his own shadow 
that he cruelly slig hted the affections of the fair 
Echo. 
As a punishment for this crime he was 
chang ed into a narcissus, the flower of self love. 
Shakespeare 
alludes 
to 
another 
romantic 
leg end in his “W inter Tale.” 
The narcissus was 
said to have been the flow'er that the daug hter 
of Ceres was g athering when she was carried 
off by Pluto of infernal reg ion fame. 
The nig ht 
g oddesses also chose it for their ancient coronet, 
and it was a hig hly im portant factor in the cus­ 
toms of Greek life. 
The Chinese, too, have a 
g reat fancy for this flower. They use It in many 
of their sacred ceremonies, and every family in 
the Mikado’s realm takes g reat pride In having a 
plant in full bloom at the New Year. 
Love and jealousy play ed leading parts In tho 
story of the birth of the hy acinth, another Orien­ 
tal favorite. 
There was a y outh. Hy acinthus by 
name, who was much beloved by 
Apollo 
and 
Zephy r. 
He preferred the warm, steady affection 
of the sun to the fitful love of the wind. 
This 
made the pasionate Zephy r wildly Jealous and 
caused the plotting of a terrible reveng e. 
While 
Apollo and Hy acinthus were play ing quoits, which 
was a favorite g ame with the g ods. Zephy r saw 
his awaited opportunity . 
He made his rival the 
slay er of Hy acinthus by blowing the g od’s quoit 
toward the head of th e y outh. 
But while the 
dy ing boy was held in the arm s of Apollo he was 
transform ed Into the fair, frag rant hy acinth. The 
flower has alway s m eant g ame or play because 
of this tale.

Any President Who Sought to Influ­ 
ence Legislation Could Do It Much 
More Privately by Conferences In 
White House. 


Every tradition associated with 
that E aster flower, the iris, makes 
it a beauty of richest promise. 
It 
sig nifies a messag e, and, because it 
g rows in every part of the world. It 
is a universal messag e. The Greeks 
named it for the rainbow, but the 
Eg y ptians lay special claim to the 
flower. 
It is the plant spoken of in Exodus 
as being the hiding place of the in­ 
fant Moses when he lay in the cra­ 
dle of the rushes on the river’s bo­ 
som. 
It may be that the flowers 
whispered to him then that his des­ 
tiny was to lead his people to th^ 
promised land. 
The ancient Eg y p­ 
tians placed the iris on the brow of 
the sphinx and on the scepters of 
their monarchs, and among all the 
eastern nations it has ever been the 
sy mbol of power. Another land that 
hig hly honors it is France, for it is 
the veritable fleur-de-lis that fig ures 
on the arm s of this country . 
But 
there is a most beautiful leg end that 
makes the Iris a sacred flower as 
well as a national emblem.

story tells that It was a trembling , 
ag onized witness of the cmclflxlon. 
I 
When it heard the ang uished^ cry , 
“My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” it sobbed out the 
vow, “Henceforth I will perpetually 
mourn, and. lest man should ever 
lose sig ht of this solemn hour, above 
my g olden chalice I will carry a 
veil of violet.” 
Ancient and im portant is the his­ 
tory of the lily , which was also hig h 
in favor with the old Eg y ptians, for 
it 
appears 
prominently 
In 
t.helr 
hierog ly phics. 
According to a pret­ 
ty leg end, when lilies first g rew on 
^ 
the earth 
they were none of them 
pure white, but all of a lovely y ellow 
hue. 
Seaborn Aphrodite in her happy wander­ 
ing s suddenly appeared before them wondrously 
fair and brig ht and white as the foam of the 
waves from which she sprang . 
The lilies trem ­ 
bled before 
her beauty , and g rew so pale with 
Jealousy that ever after they blossomed white. 
First the g oddess Juno chose it as her favorite 
flower, and, then passing to the Virg in Mary , It 
was dedicated to the early Christian church. 
Besides being the chosen flower of the church, 
It is also an imperial blossom. Away back In the 
day s of 1048 Garcius IV, king of Navarre, estab­ 
lished the Order of the Knig hts of St. Mary of 
the Lily , and another Order of the Lily was 
founded by Ferdinand of Arag on. Dundee carries 
lilies arg ent on its arms and beautiful Florence 
claims the queenly flowers as its emblem. 
“The sweet forg et-me-not that blooms for hap­ 
py lovers,” has more beautiful leg ends cling ing 
to its name than any other flower. 
According to one beautiful tale, the Lord called 
the plants in the Garden of Eden before him to 
g ive them their names and color. 
As he spoke 
to one after another, a tiny flower thoug ht Itself 
unnoticed and fearful of being quite overlooked. 
It timidly pleaded, “Dear Lord, forg et me not.” 
The g reat Creator turned sternly toward the lit­ 
tle plant that had dared to interrupt him. then 
seeing how sorely afraid It was, he g ently smiled 
upon it. g ave it for its color the heavens’ own 
blue, and called it Forg et-me-not, as a reminder 
that It had once been so foolish as to doubt him. 
It is the Persians who have fashioned a beauti­ 
ful leg end to tell how it is that these flowers are 
scattered over the earth as the stars are spread 
over the sky . 
According to them, one morning 
of”g lory when the world wasr new, an ang el stood 
weeping outside the closed g ate of Paradise. 
He 
had fallen, in that he had loved a fair daug hter 
of Earth.- When his ey es had rested on her as 
she sat on a river’s bank weaving forg et-me-nots 
In her hair, heaven and his mission to earth were 
alike forg otten. 
Now he mig ht no more enter 
in until his beloved had sown all over the earth 
the forg et-me-not. 
He returned to her and hand 
in hand they wandered, planting every where the 
sweet azure flowers. 
When at last there remain­ 
ed on earth no spot barren of these blossoms, 
they turned ag ain to the g ate and found it open. 
Tog ether they entered in. for the ang el’s g reat 
love had lifted the woman to Paradise. 
Some authorities there are who do not hark 
back to the day s of the Garden of Eden, but tell 
a pathetic tale of the Danube as the orig in of the 
forg et-me-not’s name. 
The blue waves of the 
river washed the foundation walls of a brave 
knig ht’s ancestral castle. 
He had but Just come 
home from the wars and laid his honors at the 
feet of his lady love. 
His bride and he were 
wandering along the river’s bank when he ex­ 
claimed. “Look y onder; there, upon that islet; 
see those star-like blossoms blue as thine ey es." 
Instantly he sprang Into the river and swam 
toward the flowers. In safety he reached the Isle 
and g rasped the frag ile prize, out when he tried 
to return with them to the shore his heavy army 
made him helpless in the current. 
Tossing the 
flowers to his frantic bride with the ag onizing 
cry “Forg et-me-not.” he sank from sig ht

Washing ton.—President 
WUson’i 
hint that he mky g o on occasion to 
the capitol where he can be in touch 
with leg islation, created its ten day s’ 
stir, and It will create another ten 
day s’ stir, and perhaps more, if after 
the extra session convenes he car^ 
rles out his hinted intention. 
It does not sdem that there would 
be any thing to create special interest, 
let alone undue excitement, in the 
expressed desire of the president of 
the United States to sit for a few 
hours each week under the sam e 
dome of the capitol where he would 
bo In easy reach of such members as 
mig ht like to consult him or as he 
mig ht like to consult, but any thing 
which breaks precedent In W ashing ­ 
ton raises comment, stir and frequent­ 
ly strong opposition. 
There is noth­ 
ing In the Constitution or laws of 
the United States to prevent the pres­ 
ident from making his office 
any ­ 
where that he wishes In the city of 
W ashing ton, and If his desire is to 
hav9 
branch office in the capitol, 
not^ mg can be done tc prevent it, and 
very likely there Is no reason except 
that of tradition and precedent why 
it should be prevented. 
Hab No Ulterior 
Motive. 
No one in W ashing ton 
has 
been 
found to say that he thinks for an in­ 
stant Mr. Wilson has any intention 
of coming over to the capitol to make 
“his will dominant.” 
They think that 
his desire In the m atter is entirely 
democratic, and th at it ds bom of a 
wish to be in a closer and a more re­ 
sponsive touch with the members than 
would be the case if he spent all his 
time In the W hite House while con­ 
g ress is In session. 
This feeling of 
an utter absence of any untoward in­ 
tention on Mr. W ilson’s part has not, 
however, prevented criticism, and it 
has come not only from members of 
opposition parties hut from members 
of his own party . The thing probably 
will prove after a little to have been 
only a tem pest in a teapot 
If the executive authority ever Is 
used wrong fully to influence leg isla­ 
tion. it can be so used at the W hite 
House Just as readily as a t the cap­ 
itol. 
In fa c t the observer of y ean^ 
in W ashing ton knows perfectly well 
that if a president wants to msike bis 
will felt he is much more liable to 
attem pt it a t a distance rather than 
from the capitol. where all the mem­ 
bers in a way would be watching him. 
Every day of the parts of tho y ear 
when cong ress is in session scores of 
senators and representatives g o to the 
W hite House, some on their own er­ 
rands bent, and others called there 
by the president who wishes to con­ 
sult with them upon m atters of leg is­ 
lation. 
W hen the president wants to see a 
member alone he takes him Into his 
private office and closes the 
doors. 
W hat passes there no one knows, un­ 
less 
the 
president 
or his visitor 
chooses to disclose It, and the visitor 
never will disclose it unless the pres­ 
ident g ives him permission, for such 
conferences alway s are held to be con­ 
fidential.

Federal Protection for Birds. 
By an act of the last cong ress 
just 
three 
day s 
before 
adjourn­ 
ment the whole sy stem 
of 
protec­ 
tion of the wild birds of the United 
States was chang ed. This bill will g o 
into effect at once, but the existing 
state laws will remain as they are un­ 
til the departm ent of ag riculture has 
prepared new federal reg ulations for 
the g overning of the protection of 
g ame and insectivorous birds In all 
sections of the Union. 
This m atter 
Is of interest to every sportsman and 
every m arket man, to every farm er 
and to every bird lover, no m atter In 
what state of the Union he lives. 
It should be said that the federal 
laws will have no control of non-mi- 
g ratory birds, w hether they be g ame 
birds or song birds. 
This limits the 
action of the law very little, however, 
because comparatively few birds re­ 
main within the borders of any one 
state throug h the twelve months of 
the y ear. 
One or two examples may 
be g iven, however, of birds which 
probably must depend hereafter, for 
the protection of their lives and of 
their families from actual extinction 
on the action of state leg islatures. 
The ruffed g rouse, called the partridg e 
in many states and the pheasant In 
other states, is a non-mlg ratory bird, 
at least It probably will be so de­ 
cided to be by the departm ent of ag ri­ 
culture. 
The prairie chicken also Is 
non-mlg ratory and it probably also 
must depend upon state protection, 
but nearly all the other birds of the 
United States, g ame, insectivorous and

H ere is a section of the bill which 
shows definitely what it is intended 
to do: 
‘All wild g eese, wild swans, branL 
wild ducks, snipe, plover, woodcock, 
rail, wild pig eons, and all other mig ra­ 
tory g ame and insectivorous birds 
which in their northern and southem 
mig rations pass throug h or do not re­ 
main perm anently 
the 
entire 
y ear 
within the borders of any state or 
territory , shall hereafter be deemed 
to be within the custody and protec­ 
tion of the g overnm ent of the United 
States, and shall not be destroy ed or 
taken contrary to reg ulations here­ 
inbefore provided therefor.” 
As thing s are to be in the future, 
the departm ent of ag riculture will 
adopt reg ulations prescribing and fix­ 
ing closed seasons, having due reg ard 
to the zones of tem perature, breeding 
habits and tim es and lines of mig ra­ 
tory fiig ht, thereby enabling the de­ 
partm ent to select and desig nate suit­ 
able districts for different birds of the 
country , “and It shall be unlawful to 
shoot or by any device kill or, seize 
and capture mig ratory birds .within tho 
protection of this law during said 
closed season, and any person who 
shall violate any of the provisions or 
reg ulations of this law for the pro­ 
tection of mig ratory birds shall be 
g uilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
fined not more than $100 or im pris­ 
oned not more than ninety day s, 
or 
both, in the discretion of the court.” 
Support Almost Unanimous. 
The influences for^this federal leg is­ 
lation for the protection of birds 
which' it was feared rapidly were be­ 
coming extinct, were exerted 
from 
every state in the Union. There was 
no sectionalism in it, and few persons 
raised the plea of states’ rig hts in or­ 
der to defeat the measure. 
It is said 
that public opinion all over the United 
States had become so aroused because 
of the diminishing g ame birds and 
song birds that all quibbles were put 
aside and virtually a unanimous senti­ 
m ent exerted itself for the measure. 
There were only fifteen votes ag ainst 
It in the house of representatives. 
National and state g rang es, state 
and local g ame protective associa­ 
tions. bird societies of all kinds, and 
other org anizations worked for this 
measure. 
It is declared to be the 
most Im portant event In the history 
of bird life conservation in the United 
States.

In the an­ 
cient Gaelic alphabet the letter h (the 
huath, or whitethorn) does not ex ist. 
The alphabet is called the hethluls- 
nuin, because b, I, n, and not a, b, c, 
are its first three letters.
